Backing 

Schwarzenegger joins ranks 
of leaders calling for reform 

WASHINGTON I California Gov. Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on Tuesday became the 
most prominent elected Republican to urge 
Congress to complete work on health care 
reform, departing from the widely held GOP 
view that lawmakers should scrap the cur- 
rent process and start over again. 

The governor said he shared President 
Obama’s goal of “slow- 
ing the growth in costs, 
enhancing the quality of 
care delivered, improving 
the lives of individuals, 
and helping to ensure a 
strong economic recov- 
ery,” Echoing other high- 
profile Republicans — 
including former Senate majority leader Bill 
Frist and former health and human services 
secretary Tommy G. Thompson — who have 
spoken up in recent days, Schwarzenegger 
urged lawmakers use an bipartisan approach 
to reach an agreement. 

The consensus approach is not taking 
hold with GOP leaders in Congress. Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch McConnell, R-Ky,, 
conceded, “Americans aren’t happy with the 
status quo,” but said Democrats’ closed-door 
deliberations would result in legislation that 
would harm seniors and drive up the federal 
deficit. “The final bill will be worked out, out 
of sight, by a mere few whose decisions will 
affect everyone in America,” McConnell said.

President convenes 
closed-door meeting 
on Afghanistan war 

WASHINGTON I President Obama 
told lawmakers from both parties 
Tuesday that he will be rigorous 
and deliberate in his review of his 
Afghanistan strategy but under- 
stands the urgency of righting the 
flagging war, 

Obama also told lawmakers 
that he wants a discussion about 
the United States’ next moves 
in Afghanistan to be an honest 
debate not focused on false choices 
between doubling down on troop 
deployments or leaving the coun- 
try according to an administration 
official who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity to discuss the presi- 
dent’s deliberations with 18 law- 
makers in the White House. 

The official said Obama used 
the hour-long meeting to brief 
leaders from both parties on prog- 
ress in targeting al- Qaeda and 
working with the Pakistani gov- 
ernment to dismantle terrorists’ 
safe havens there. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 


Reid said both Democrats and 
Republicans told the president, 
basically, that “whatever decision 
you make, we’ll support it.” 

But Senate Republican leader 
Mitch McConnell put it differ- 
ently: “I think Republicans will 


be able to make the decisions for 
themselves.” 

The White House said prior to 
the meeting that Obama consid- 
ers it “tremendously important” to 
listen to Congress about the war 
but won’t base his decisions on the 


mood on Capitol Hill, 

“The president is going to make 
a decision — popular or unpopu- 
lar — based on what he thinks is 
in the best interests of the coun- 
try,” press secretary Robert Gibbs

Scientists’ inventions 
made the revolution 
of computers possible 

NEW YORK I The next time you 
snap a digital photo and post it on 
Facebook, you can probably thank 
the three men who won the Nobel 
Prize in physics Tuesday. 

They helped develop fiber-optic 
cable and invented the “eye” in dig- 
ital cameras — technology that has 
given rise to film-free photography 
and high-speed Internet service, 
revolutionized communications 
and science, and utterly trans- 
formed the way we live, work and 
amuse ourselves. 

Half the $1.4 million prize will 


go to Charles K. Kao, 75, for discov- 
ering how to transmit light signals 
long distance through hair-thin 


glass fibers. That led to fiber-optic 
communication networks that zip 
voice, video and high-speed Inter- 


net data worldwide. 

The other half will go to Wil- 
lard S. Boyle, 85, and George E. 
Smith, 79, for opening the door 
to digital cameras by inventing a 
sensor that turns light into elec- 
trical signals. 

These three Americans, the 
Royal Swedish Academy of Sci- 
ences declared, are “the masters 
of light” whose work “helped to 
shape the foundations of today’s 
networked societies.” 

“What the wheel did for trans- 
port, the optical fiber did for tele- 
communications,” said Richard 
Epworth, who worked with Kao 
at Standard Telecommunications 
Laboratories in Harlow, England, 
in the 1960s. malcolm ritter (ap)

Obamas are carefully 
decorating residence 
with abstract works 

WAS H I N GTO N I You can’t see it, but 
there’s a quiet cultural revolution 
under way at the White House. 

The Obamas are decorating 
their private spaces with more 
modern and abstract artwork than 
has ever hung on the White House 
walls. New pieces by contempo- 
rary black and American Indian 
artists are on display. Bold colors, 
odd shapes and squiggly lines have 
arrived. So, too, have some obscure 
artifacts, such as patent models 
for a gear cutter and a steamboat 
paddle wheel, which now sit in the 
Oval Office. 

Works by big names from the 
modern art world — Jasper Johns 
and Mark Rothko — are rubbing 
shoulders with lesser-known art- 
ists such as Alma Thomas, a black 
abstract painter of the 1960s and 
1970s. 

The Obamas got to work select- 



ing new artwork for the White 
House even before the inauguration 
and had the first pieces installed 
on Day One. 

Working with California dec- 
orator Michael Smith and White 
House curator William Allman, 
the Obamas have borrowed works 
from various Washington muse- 
ums and galleries, being sure to 
use only items that weren’t already 
on display. Other recent first fami- 
lies hung a few modern pieces in 
their living quarters, but none 
approached the scope of the Obam-

Uganda Nabs Genocide Suspect 


Fugitive charged with 
orchestrating murders 
in Rwanda in 1994 

KAMPALA, UGANDA I Atop sus- 
pect wanted for orchestrating the 
killings of thousands of people in 
Rwanda’s 1994 genocide — includ- 
ing children, hospital patients, 
priests and even an elderly and 
revered African queen — has been 
captured, police said Tuesday. 

Former Rwandan deputy intel- 
ligence chief Idelphonse Nizeyi- 
mana was arrested Monday in 
Uganda, police said, under an 


indictment from the Rwandan 
war crimes tribunal on charges of 
genocide, complicity in genocide, 
and direct and public incitement to 
commit genocide 
in the slaugh- 
ter of more than 
500,000 Tutsis 
and moderate 
Hutus in 100 
days in 1994. 

The Unit- 
ed States had 
offered a $5 million reward for the 
capture of Nizeyimana, 46. 

U.N. Secretary- General Ban 
Ki-moon welcomed Nizeyimana’s

Turkish police use 
tear gas, pepper spray 
to disperse protesters 

ISTANBUL I Turkish police used 
water cannons, tear gas and pepper 
spray on Tuesday to disperse hun- 
dreds of demonstrators protesting 
against the annual meetings of the 
International Monetary Fund and 
World Bank in Istanbul. 


Dozens of masked protest- 
ers shattered the windows of a 
McDonald’s and several banks, 
also damaging vehicles as they ran 
into the streets behind Istanbul’s 
Taksim Square, which is less than 
a half a mile from the venue of the 
IMF and World Bank meeting. 

The protesters armed with fire- 
bombs and slings repeatedly con- 
fronted the police in narrow back 
streets, but a heavy police presence 


prevented them from reaching the 
meeting venue. 

Thousands of police wearing 
protective gear erected barriers 
around the venue and detained 
more than 70 protesters, said Istan- 
bul governor Muammer Guler. 

The protesters were mostly 
members of small leftist parties or 
labor unions. CNN-Turk television 
said some foreign protesters were 
also involved, suzan fraser (ap)

‘Bluehenge’ Discovered in 


Second stone circle 
near Stonehenge may 
confirm site s purpose 

LO N D 0 N I The discovery of a small 
prehistoric circle of stones near 
Stonehenge may confirm the theo- 
ry that the mysterious monument 
in southwest England was part of 
a funeral complex built around a 
river, researchers said Tuesday. 

The new find shows that the 
second stone circle — dubbed 
“Bluehenge” because it was built 
with bluestones — once stood next 
to the River Avon about 1.75 miles 
from Stonehenge, one of Britain’s 
least understood landmarks.

Researchers did 
not find the actu- 
al stones used to 
mark the smaller 
circle by the river; 
they found holes 
left by the stones. 


The find last month could 
help prove that the Avon linked 
a “domain of the dead” — made 
up of Stonehenge and Bluehenge 
— with an upstream “domain of 
the living” known as Durrington 
Wells, a monument where signs of 
feasting and other human activity 


were found, said professor Julian 
Thomas, co-director of the Stone- 
henge Riverside Project. 

Project director Mike Parker 
Pearson said it is possible that Blue- 
henge was the starting point of a 
processional walk that began at the 
river and ended at Stonehenge. 

“Not many people know that 
Stonehenge was Britain’s largest 
burial ground at that time,” he 
said. “Maybe the bluestone circle 
is where people were cremated 
before their ashes were buried at 
Stonehenge itself.” 

There were very few signs of 
human life found around Stone- 
henge and Bluehenge, researchers 
said, lending credence to the idea 
that it was used as a funeral site, 
especially since there were signs 
that many humans were cremated 
there.

N. Korea 
Considers 
New Talks 

Kim offers to return 
to six-nation dialogue 
on nuclear programs 

PYONGYANG, NORTH KOREA | North 
Korea’s leader is offering to return 
to multinational disarmament 
talks in a renewed effort to draw 
Washington into one-on-one talks 
that the United States has yet to 
fully embrace. 

Kim Jong Il’s offer, reported 
Tuesday by North Korean state 
media, reflects Pyongyang’s desire 
for direct engagement with Wash- 
ington. The administration of 
President Obama has said that 
might be possible, but that any 
talks should be part of the six- 
nation process aimed at ending the 
North’s nuclear programs. 

Kim told Chinese Premier Wen 
Jiabao on Monday that the North 
“is willing to attend multilater- 
al talks, including the six-party 
talks, depending on the progress 
in its talks with the United States,” 
China’s Xinhua News Agency 
reported. 

Kim’s comments came as Wen 
Jiabao, the Chinese premier, was 
on a three- day trip to Pyongyang 
to celebrate the 60th anniversary 
of diplomatic relations between

Wizards swingman

WIZARDS I Caron Butler knows 
he can score and has the num- 
bers to prove it.

FUNERAL I It’s been a good 200th 
anniversary year for Edgar Allan 
Poe. The master of gothic horror 
has been celebrated at events in 
several cities to mark the bicen- 
tennial of his birth. 

On Sunday in Baltimore, he’ll 
get the funeral he never had. 

Fewer than 10 people attend- 
ed Poe’s funeral when he died in 
October 1849 at age 40. His cousin, 
Neilson Poe, never announced the 
great writer’s death publicly. 

Because of intense interest, 
Baltimore will host two funerals. 
Each is expected to draw about 
350 people to Westminster Hall, 
the former church adjacent to Poe’s 
grave. Actors will portray Poe’s 
friends and contemporaries, and 
writers and artists who cited Poe 
as an influence. 

The Poe House and Muse- 
um will also host a viewing of 
a replica of Poe’s body today.

MUSIC I Daniel Johnston has the

mental institution. While insti- 
tutionalized, Kurt Cobain starts 
wearing a T-shirt with a Johnston 
drawing on it, his stock grows, 
and a major-label bidding war 
erupts. 

After his release, Johnston 
spirals in and out of control. At 
one point, he’s throwing the keys 
out of the airplane his father was 
piloting, forcing them to make a 
crash landing.

“In terms of creating a leg- 
end, he’s done everything right,” 
former girlfriend and Glass Eye 
member Kathy McCarty says in 
“The Devil and Daniel Johnston,” 
the 2005 documentary about 
the singer. 

It’s cultivating a sustainable 
career that’s proved more diffi- 


cult. This is a man who once — 
thinking all his belongings were 
possessed by the devil — threw 
away his entire backlog of record- 
ings. But that’s part of the legend, 
and it’s something Johnston, since 
diagnosed as manic-depressive, 
seems to relish. 

Now 48, Johnston’s as stable as 
ever. For years, he lived with his 
parents. Bill and Mabel Johnston, 
both in their 80s, in Waller, Texas, 
but he recently moved into his own 
house next door. Johnston’s also 
touring — he’ll play at the 9:30 
Club on Oct. 13 — writing, record- 
ing and drawing. There’s a biopic 


about his life in the works, and, 
recently, Johnston’s camp released 
perhaps the strangest product of 
his creations yet: an iPhone and 
iPod game. “Hi, How Are You,” 
named after one of Johnston’s 
most beloved albums, features cell- 
shaded renderings of his famous 
art, plenty of religious imagery 
and, of course, his music. 

On Oct. 6, Johnston released 
his first album in six years, “Is 
And Always Was” (Eternal Yip Eye 
Music/High Wire Music). 

Almost an equal collabora- 
tion with producer Jason Falkner 
— he’s played with Beck, Air and 


Paul McCartney — the album finds 
Falkner sprucing up Johnston’s 
signature lo-fi sound. 

Johnston still has everyday 
struggles — it’s apparent during 
our interview when it takes con- 
siderable pressing to get more than 
a sentence out of him — but for a 
man who many thought wouldn’t 
make it out of the ’90s alive, let 
alone make it as a successful musi- 
cian, he’s done damn well for him- 
self.

Airfares Show Signs of Stabiiizing 


The great airline sale of 2009 may 
be ending. Airfares, which have 
shown steady drops throughout the 
year, are beginning to show signs 
of stabilizing. For travelers, that 
means the strategy of waiting to 
book so prices can drop even more 
has probably run its course. 

Fares are still much lower than 
they were last year, Travelocity said 
fall airfares fell 14 percent com- 
pared with fall 2008, But summer 
fares were down 18 percent, 
Genevieve Shaw Brown, Trav- 
elocity ’s senior editor, checked 


prices for travel for the period from 
Labor Day to the weekend before 
Thanksgiving, When she checked 
on July 15, fares during that period 
were running 15,3 percent lower 
than a year ago. By Sept, 15, they 
were down only 14 percent, 

“That suggests to me that air- 
fares are stabilizing,” she said. 
Airlines are still running sales. 
But Tom Parsons, CEO of Best- 
fares,com, said they seem more 
widespread this year, “It’s like every 
other day has an airfare sale from 
someone,” he said, (ap)

Foraging for food 
puts a taste of the 
wild on your plate 

To most folks, foraging for food 
means exploring the back of the 
pantry. But blogger (Fat-of-the- 
land.blogspot.com) Langdon Cook 
takes hunting and gathering 
seriously, finding meals 
under the sea or in the 
woods. His “Fat of the 
Land: Adventures of a 
21st-Century Forager” 

($27, Skipstone) reveals 
how he stalks fiddleheads 
and berries. Still, unless you’re a 
mycologist (fungi pro), limit living 
off the land to fishing or picking 
dandelion greens, erin hartigan 

How did you first get into foraging? 

I love the outdoors. When you’re 


camping, if you don’t find fresh 
food like trout, you’re eating nasty 
campers’ food. If you can find wild 
edible, make use of it. 

Where do you find recipes for the 
foods you source? 

Learning how to forage and how 
to cook have gone hand in hand 
for me. When I got out of 
college. I’d cracked all the 
great books of literature 
but never an egg. I was 
bringing home these 
delicacies like razor 
clams, and I wanted to 
do justice to them. 

What’s enticing about foraging? 

The adventure. There’s a lot that 
goes into finding wild foods. You 
have to research the habitat for the 
sorts of foods you might encoun- 
ter, learn about them and how 


to find them. With mushrooms, 
there’s a complicated algorithm 
of soil composition, tree type and 
general habitat. 

How often do you 
forage? 

I’ve been foraging 
weekly for three 
to five years. I 
spent 2004 off the 
grid, living in the 
Rogue River area, 
about two hours from town [Seat- 
tle]. I was chopping wood, working 
the vegetable garden, harvesting 
salmon and foraging wild greens. I 
tried to put what I learned off the 
grid into use in the city. 

What was your most recent find? 

I brought home a geoduck [a giant 
clam]. They’re eaten much more 
in China and Japan than here. I 


made a ceviche of it with papaya, 
cucumber and hot pepper. 

Has the recession led to more 
wild food seekers? 

It’s too soon to tell if the reces- 
sion is adding new recruits to the 
ranks, but in Seattle and other 
areas where the local food move- 
ment has caught on, we’ve seen 
more people growing vegetable 
gardens.

Where should an amateur first 
forage? 

You can forage virtually anywhere 
in the country. A populated city in 
a part of the country not known for 
its culinary scene could still have 
amazing wild edibles right outside 
the door. The dandelion is more 
nutritious than almost any vege- 
table we eat, and it’s delicious. 

How would you forage for lunch 
in an office building? 

I’m just as susceptible to a bag 
of chips as the next person. The 
body craves fat, and there it is in 
shiny bags.
